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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2-6, applicant argues that Takahashi 
and Ebling fail to disclose a bellows is used to connect the optical system and imaging system and allows for relative movement. White 
the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees.
